Crops Grown In Canada

In the 1956 census of agriculture, 
which will be taken in June, the 
enumerators will gather statistical 
data from farmers throughout Cana- 
da which will be used in measuring 
the changes that have occurred in 
Canadian agriculture since the last 
all-Canada census in 1951. The data 
will also be sed to establish a new 
base or bench-mark for the an- 
nual estimates of field crops pub- 
lished by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 

Census enumerators, as in the past. 
will visit each individual farmer to 
obtain a complete census schedule. 
The bureau has made provision for 
farmers to obtain advance copies of 
the schedule. These are being mailed 
to all farmers about the middle of 
May. This advance copy will enable 
farmers to fill in as much of the in- 
formation as possible at their own 
convenience before the enumerator 
calls. thus saving the time of both. 

Due mainly to the opening to set- 
tlement and later development of the 
prairie lands there has been a sharp 
increase in the acreage devoted to 
field crops in Canada in the past 50 
years, according to census data and 
annual acreage estimates. The cen- 
sus of 1901 placed the area under 
field crops at 19,800,000 acres. By 
1951 the figure had risen to 61,741,- 
000 acres, and in 1955 the estimated 
total was approximately the same as 
this figure. 

Acreage devoted to wheat showed 
the most significant gain in actua, 
area. rising from 4,225,000 in 1900 to 
25.255.000 in 1951. The 1955 esti- 
mate was 21,504,000. Oats increased 
from 5,368.000 in 1900 to 11,900,000 in 
1951 and 11,178,000 in 1955. Barley 
rose from 872,000 to 7,840,000 in 1951 
and 9.912.000 acres in 1955. and rye 
from 177,000 to 7.840,000 in 1951 and 
9,912,000 acres in 1955, and rye from 
177.000 to 1,128,000 in 1951 and 778.,- 
000 in 1955. The flaxseed acreage 
advanced from 23,000 in 1900 to 1.- 
161,000 in 1951 and an estimated 1955 
total of 1,988,000 acres. 

In the maritime provinces in 1955 
the largest crop was hay at 1,020,000 
acres, oats next at 283,000, then pot- 
atoes at 102.300 mixed grains 96,200 
acres. Only 6.600 acres of wheat 
were grown, 

In Ontario and Quebec in the same 
year hay was also the largest crop 
at 7,132,000 acres, followed by oats, 
3,024,000 mixed grains 1,319,000, 
wheat 619,000, and barley 185,400. 
Corn and soybeans, mostly grown in 
Ontario, amounted to 500,000 and 
214,000 acres, respectively. 

In the prairie provinces in 1955 
wheat was the largest crop at 20,812. 
000 acres and this was far below the 
peak acreage. Barley acreage was 
next largest at 9,638,000, oats were 
7,788,000, flaxseed 1,959,000 and rye 
707,000. Only 2,578,000 acres were 
in tame hay. In British Columbia in 
1955, 320,000 acres were devoted to 
hay, 83,000 to oats, 77,000 to barley 
and 66,000 to wheat.

Somewhere I read these pungent 
words, “A gossip is a person who 
talks about others; a bore is a per- 
son Who talks about himself; A bril- 


talks about vou.“ Let us think those 
statements over rather carefully. 

If some person asked you this ques- 
tion, “what do you want more than 
anything else in this world, what 
would your answer be? Many would 
say, Gee I would like to be popular! 
Psychologists tell us that the fear of 
not being well received makes many 
people sick and causes many physi- 
cal and mental breakdowns. On the 
other hand there is some thing no- 
ticcably lacking about the person 
who does not want to be liked by 
others. It is both natural and good 
to desire to be, if not the belle of the 
ball, the best Belle you can be. 

It has been written about Jesus, 
“the common people heard him glad- 
ly." meaning that everybody liked 
Jesus, The officials did not like this 
because they were afraid the people 
would dismiss them from their of- 
fices. Jesus was in a real sense pop- 
ular. And any one who will be a 
sincere, consistant followers of Jesus 
Will be popular today. This should 
be added, the person who strives to 
be popular is always disliked, Then 
too, no one person is ever liked by 
absolutely everybody. 

Paul gives us a list of the qualities 
of likeable folk." “Don't curse, bless; 
share the happiness of those who are 
happy, and the sorrows of those who 
are sad. Live in harmony with each 
other. Don't be snobbish, but take 
a real interest in ordinary folk. Don't 
become set on your own opinions. 
Don't pay back a bad turn by a bad

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ALBERTA TAX PROPOSATI, 
OUTLINED BY HINMAN 


Provincial Treasurer Hinman has 
proposed a three-point program for 
more equitable distribution of tax 
revenues. 

He told Edmonton Union of Muni- 
cipal Districts, persons who pay no 
property tax should pay their share 
toward municipal services. 

Mr. Hinman added the government 
inunicipal-financing program should 
be designed to shift taxation, so citi- 
zen who demand extra service are 
aware they will have to pay for it and 
also allowing persons to decide what 
services they want to have; balance 
revenues from industrial develop- 
ment among municipalities; collect 
taxes from provincial residents who 
pay no property taxes. 

The treasurer said if any sales tax 
is imposed, the province would likely 
collect to ensure fair distribution be- 
tween the cities and rural areas. 
There would be no exemptions from 
such a tax. 

He estimated a two- per- cent sales 
tax would yield roughly $26,000,000 
annually but would not cover the 
entire cost of education. He would 
have more information on the ef- 
fects of a sales tax later when he 
meets officials of the Union of Al- 
berta Municipalities and Alberta As- 
sociation of Municipa) Districts, 

Mr, Hinman added the govern- 
ment still is considering taking in- 
dustries off municipal tax polls and 
(@tablishing a provincial industrial 
tax, Revenue from such a tax would 
be distributed among municipalities. 

He said the present system of mun. 
icipal grants will be discontinued if 
a new program is adopted. Such a 
program would likely be for two years 
on u trial basis. 

The treasurer added municipalities 
will have to be compensated where 
oil development has produced heavy 
traffic on roads With a resulting in- 
crease in maintenance costs, 

Several taxation experts believe the 
real property tax should be abolished 
he said, Tax on personal property 
such as oiledrilling rigs and heavy 
equipment could be replaced by a lic- 
ensing system.
